(AP) — Vice-President 


Hubert H. Humphrey, his voice choking with emotion, 
conceded the United States presidential election today 


to Richard M. Nixon. 


“T’vef done my best,” he said. 
*T’ve t.. Mr: Nixon has .. on. 
The democratic. process has 
worked its will so Iet’s get on 
with the urgent. task of uniting 
this courtry.” 

Humphrey spoke to several 
hundred cheering admirers at 
his hotel headquarters. 

Earlier, Humphrey had 
placed a _ telephone call to 
Nixon, the Republican winner, 

He turned to friends in his 
hotel suite and said: “I don't 
want any sympathy from any of 
you.”” 

These developments were re- 
ported to reporters by the vice- 
president’s press secretary, 
Norman Sherman, who said 
Humphrey later would déliver 4 
statement, in person, 

Sherman would not say ‘him- 
self that Humphrey was conced- 


y 


ing, But the phone call to Nixon 
and the comment to friends 
made it clear that Humphrey 
was admitting defeat in the 
long, arduous struggle that 
began 100,000 miles and more 
than six months ago. 

Sherman said Humphrey 
would return to his home on 
Lake Wagerly, 40 miles away; 
and then go.on vacation, 

If -he had won, Humphrey 
planned to go to the Virgin Is- 
lands. His plans in defeat re- 
mained uncertain. 

At Humphrey headquarters 
there was quiet depression but 
no visible grief ‘or tears among 
those who had helped their 57- 
year-old boss make the greatest 
political challenge of his life.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 
— It began as.a one man adven-| 
ture and at the end George C. 
Wallace seemed terribly alone. 


He sat in a beige leather} 
chair opposite the large brick 
fireplace in his panelled den, al- 
most oblivious to the few 
around him, and watched the 
results of his long U.S. presiden- 
tial election: ordeal flicker on 
the color television screen. 


“I've got a good popular 
vote,” he said. “It's all right: 
It's all right.” 


He finally napped ‘on the floor 
between the folds of a. thick 
quilt, to be awakened when it 
was time to go to the huge coli- 
seum where a disappointingly 
small. ctowd of followers 
awaited him. 

His staff was at a motel 
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[across from the arena waiting 
\for him. His running mate, Cur- 
tis E. LeMay, was waiting there 
too, and Wallace talked to him 


evening. He talked twice by 
phone ‘to a top assistant, Cecil 
Jackson, but both calls were in- 
coming and apart from them 
his staff did not bother him. ~ 


DIDN’T AGREE 

At one point, a television com- 
mentator remarked that Wal- 
Tace had “gone down to ignomi- 
nious defeat." He made the re- 
mark when 17 percent of the 
vote was in and Wallace's total 
was 3,436,000. Wallace bristled. 

“A deep Southerner getting 
that many votes is not ignomi- 
nious,’’ he said, 

He said it looked as though ‘he 
would get 10,000,000 votes in all. 

“TI think 10,000,000 would be a 
mighty good vote, he said. 

“A third party movement 
from the Deep South—why that 
would be fantastic.”’

U.S. Breaks Agreement 
On Talks, Hanoi Charges 


PARIS (Reuters) North 
Vietnam accused the United 
States today of breaking its 
promise of an enlarged Vietnam 
peace conference. 


A statement issued by the 
Hanoi delegation spokesman 
said the U.S, and the “Saigon 
administration” ‘must bear full 
responsibility for the failure to 
hold an enlarged meeting today 
as scheduled. 

The statement said the U.S. 
had told the Hanoi delegation in 
@ communication Tuesday that 
in view of the absence of the|#on 
representatives of the Saigon 
government, today’s scheduled 
first. meeting of the four-sided 
conference would not be held. 

“Thus the United States side 
did not implement its agree- 
ments and pledges with the rep- 
resentatives of the government 
of the Democratic Republic of 


North Vietnam,” the statement 
said. 

The 500 word statement, is- 
sued in Engtish and French, 
said that in order to show “‘its 
good will and to move towards 
peace,” after consultations with 
the National Liberation Front, 
the North Vietnamese govern- 
ment had with the 
United States on the holding of 
a four-party conference. 

The enlarged conference 
would have brought _ together 
‘representatives of the: United 
States, North Vietnam, the. Sai- 

gon government and the Nation- 
al Liberation Front. 

The four-sided conference was 
announced by President John- 
son in connection with the U.S, 
bombing halt of North Vietnam. 

But President Nguyen Van 
Thieu of South Vietnam -said 
later his government would not 
attend the Paris talks because it 


refused to talk with the NLF. 
He said direct Saigon-Hanoi ne- 
gotiations “was the only road to 
peace in Vietnam. 

The statement, issued at a 
news conference, said Hanoi 
chief negotiator Xuan Thuy pro- 
posed that if the Saigon repre- 
sentative could not ‘come in 
time, a three-party meeting 
should be held today. 

Such a meeting would com- 
prise representatives of North 
Vietnam, the NLF and the U.S. 
The Saigon representatives 
would participatt in the confer- 
ence when they arrived, it said. 

“But the representative of the 
United States government did 
not agree to this,” it added. 

“This is not an enlarged con- 
ference between the Democratic 
Republic of North Vietnam and 
the United States, but a four-par- 
ty. conference to find a peaceful 
settlement of the Vietnam prob- 
lem," the statement said.

WASHINGTON — Republican Richard M. 
Nixon, 55, capped a political resurrection today 
as Jate returns assured him the U.S. presidency 
he was denied by a handful of votes eight years 
ago. 

In the closest and most dramatic election of ictal 
times he won at least 290 electoral college votes, needing 
only 270 to win. 


While Nixon wins the election with a clear-cut ma- 
jority over Hubert Humphrey and George Wallace in the 
electoral college, the popular vote race continues to be

standing casualties of the con- 


fusion and indecisioh that for many 


hours marked last night’s presiden- 
tial -election count were the com- 
puters and electronic predicters 
which had been expected to convey 
the winner’s name to a waiting pub- 
lic Jong before the balloting was 
completed. So close were the results 
in key states that the machines were 
unable to indicate a sure victor and 
the experts were unwilling to go out 
on a fluctuating statistical limb: 

The election could therefore best 

be assessed as-a reflection of the na- 
tion’s mood-rather than of its speci- 
fic preference for a new tenant for 
the White House. And it is very 
tempting in this regard to draw a 
parallel with the pre-Trudeau dec- 
ade in Canada. Admittedly, the vot- 
ing for Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives was relatively clear cut, 
with workable Democratic control 
being continued. But in the presi- 
dential contest the country provided 
no. clear directive, and Mr. Nixon 
will have ‘no unassailable mandate 
on which to-base his administration. 

This situation corresponds to the 
period in Canada when we failed to 
give either Liberals or Conservatives 
a bright enough green light, when 
Mr. ‘Pearson struggled to. manage 
two minority. governments, and the 
political doldrums of the electorate 
were duplicated in the periods of in- 
effectiveness which reduced Parlia- 
ment to petty bickering and public 
criticism. 

Today's situation in the United 
States is surprising, in view of the 
very strong tides of public opinion 
that have swept the country in the 
past few years. A strong leaning to 
the right followed an equally. strong 
trend to mob demonstration and the 
demand for greater speed in social 


developments. But the polls have not 
reflected the heated social. opinions 


of the American citizen, the ex- | 


tremism of the war-and-anti-war 
dichotomy, and the violence of 
crowd action in the streets and uni- 
versities. 


As one commentator pointed out, 
the United States voting appears to 
have been dominated by the tradi- 
tional rivalries .of city versus rural 
populations, North versus South, 
East versus West, and so-on. There 
has-been no domination ‘of the polls 
by the extreme Right, and there has 
been no-diseernible extreme Left. 
Behind all the ostensible furore and 
unrest of the United States today, 
the election results have indicated a 
marked adherence to the social pat- 
terns of the more stable past. There 
was, however, no apathy, as thé*vast 
voting total shows. The whole elec- 
tion, so unsatisfactory in some ways, 
might with some, justice be inter- 
preted as an indication of the under- 
lying soundness and orthodoxy of 
the country. 


Whether this aspect eventually 
develops as a weakness or a strength 
will depend on the manner in which 
the nation supports the new presi- 
dent. If. the inherent indecisiveness 
of the eventual choice results in 
widespread rejection by. dissidents, 
then the United States will enter 
upon a still sorrier period, and the 
resulting chaotic conditions may 
well encourage the ambitions of a 
“strong man” to restore order. But 
if the new leader governs with a 
proper appreciation of the many 
people who opposed him at the 
polls, the country’s passage through 
these difficult years will be greatly 
eased..As close ‘friends and neigh- 
bors, Canadians cannot avoid a keen 
concern for what lies ahead. 


Who Runs the Hospitals? - 


LLOWING THE RECENT 

hospital -construction referen- 
dum there has been increasing dis- 
cussion .in. this area about -ways-in 
which to encourage greater public 
participation in the hospitals sys- 
tem. The proposal causing most 
debate is that members of hospital 
boards be elected rather than ap- 
pointed as at present. The idea has 
merit .and deserves further study. 


The suggestion springs not so 
much from dissatisfaction at the 
way hospitals have been run in the 
past as it does from a belief that 
the public is entitled to a greater 
say in their: operation. In the past 
when provision of financing was left 
largely to the individual hospital 
associations, the system could be 
justified. “But now that the citizen 
is ‘paying the bills directly through 
municipal, provincial and federal 
taxation he has a right to-be heard. 


The Victoria Labour Council re- 
cently called for an elected regional 
board which would administer all 
Ahospitals in the district. Mayor J. B. 
Cumming of North.Saanich has also 


publicly supported wider public par- 
ticipation. 

Mayor Stephen disagrees, argu- 
ing that some volunteers who have 
given valuable service as board 
members would not -be willing to 
stand for.election and. their contri- 
butions would be lost. This would be 
unfortunate but should not be 
allowed to stand in the. way of im- 
provements to the system. The same 
argument could be applied-to-other 
levels. .of .administration including 
municipal councils and school boards, 
but democracy requires that persons 
be found who are willing to face the 
public and be responsible-to it. 

It might be practicable to open 
up the membership of hospital asso- 
ciations to the public, advertise their 
meetings and hold-board member 
elections at their annual sessions. 
This would at least give the public 
an opportunity to demonstrate its 
interest and-concern. Or considera- 


tion might be: given to: electing the 


board on a-community-wide level in 
conjunction with municipal elec- 
tions,.as with school boards.

ANOI’S negotiators in Paris are now 
talking with time against them— 
with time, indeed, as their prime enemy. 
Unless all signs deceive, that is the re. 
meaning of the re- , 
markable and dra- 
matic recent devel- 
opments. One must 
begin by pointing out; 
of course, that the 
signs may too easily 
be- deceptive. Hanoi’s 
concessions to ‘secure 
a@ complete bombing 
halt may be mere

wish to clarify our position with regard

Admittedly we do not have personal 
contact with the candidates prior to the 
ceremony. The process of immigration 
has changed in the past few years. New- 
comers now are either sponosored by 
relatives or have some connections 
which help them on arrival here. We 
realize that they should receive much 
more attention but when this council. is 
not allowed tod have the names and 
addresses of these people until after they 
receive their citizen status a definite 
difficulty arises, It is our hope that this 
situation will be changed in the near 
future and then immediate steps will be 
taken to establish personal contact with 
all danded immigrants on their arrival or 
very shortly afterwards, 

At the citizenship ceremony, after the 
presiding court officer has-presented the 
certificates, this council welcames the 
candidates, a speaker addresses them 
and all are invited to a coffee party 
arranged for at a place convenient to the 


. Law Courts. 


This is not-a-belated welcome to New 
Canadians, it is a warm, friendly hour 
spent with people, as our guests who 
have ended a period of great decision. 
They have finalized the transition from 
one part of their lives to another. It is an 
important day and. we endeavor to add 
just a little to it. 

The court ceremonies are open to the 
public, representatives of the groups 
affiliated with the council, members of 
the Girl Guides, OGIT and students are 
often present and anyone ‘interested in 
attending the reception may do so for-a 
minimal sum. 

May we say that our_effort has been 
appreciated by our guests, we greet 
them, not as -New-—Canadians but as 
Canadian Citizems and there is a

TUDENT demands for dialogue in 
the jecture hall and the de-emphasis 
of examinations are far more inimical to 
Continental academic 
traditions than to 
those of Britain, 
where much empha- 
sis has always been 
placed on the tutorial 
and the essay.

‘Our Young People Are Coming on‘ 


By FATHER DAN BERRIGAN 


(Fhther Berrigan is one of nine persons to be sentenced 
Friday ‘in Baltimore for burning draft board files, This is a 
letter he wrote to the National Catholic Reporter.) 


What did our trial mean to me? Hard to say — perhaps a 
lot of things that I haven't grasped quite yet. 

You know, many experiences in life have to be caught up 
with later, They often catch one unprepared, or com to ‘one 
too fast or too complicated to be absorbed. 

* * *. 

Yet I can say this — that trial meant hope to me. Hope 
because none of us were prey to any #Husions ebout “the 
verdict. We understood that we would be convicted and we 
understood why. And that's a great freedom! 

Odd indeed that the court, supposedly a refuge for free 
men, should be an accomplice in bureaucratic injustice, and 
should pollute the Christian springs of law. While we 
congratulated one another for conviction, prayed the Our 
Father, and thanked the court for its courtesy. 

Joan Baez says that freedom iis a state of mind. And a 
friend of mine from Allenwood remarks from. time to time, 
usually to newly arrived draft-resisters: “They can pen up 
your body, but they can’t have your mind, Unless you give it 
to them!’* An extraordinary man, he is a political prisoner 
like them, and knows whereof he speaks.

When. my father bought John Reed's new. 
book “’Tén Days that Shook the World’’ shortly 
after the put World War, we thought it one of 
the less inflammatory 
volumes on the shelves of 
his living room. It wasn’t 
the sort of document whose 
ownership would endear 
him. to the Establishment, 
but in comparisen-te-some 
of the pamphlets carefully 
secreted between the raft- 
ers in the attic, it seemed 
reasonably safe. Its pos- 
session, we felt, did not 
fnvite the police to descend 
upon our home and cart Father off to the 
pokey as a traitorous revolutionary. 

That period of my life was recalled the 
other evening as we watched on television the 
Russian Revolution program based largely on 
Reed’s book. Whatever the technical quality of 
the production—old movie shots. in which men 
walked with the jerky locornotion of puppets on 
e string—the fact that this treatment of ‘Ten 
Days that Shook the World’ was considered 
acceptable enough for prime-time TV viewing 
impressed me.

When my father bought the Reed book, 
there was only one popular way of looking at 
the then recent events in Russia. The leaders 
of the proletariat were wild-eyed, whiskery 
criminals in ill-fitting clothes 
murdered the czar and ‘his family, They 
intended to kill off all decent people in all 
other countries to which the world revolution 
should spread, and their pockets always bulged 
with bombs, 

The violence in the television production 
was all the other way. Apart from a shot of 
men packing off and dumping into the river 
the body of Rasputin, the atrocities were 
almost entirely -views of unarmed working 
populace being slaughtered by the czar’s 
troops and the decimation of ill-equipped, ifl- 
led and. ill-sheltered soldiers fighting the 
Germans. 

The Russian royal family was pictured as 
Haxceod living in another world, not entirely 
nsensitive to the killing of the protesting 
populace, but moved no more by it than they 
might have been had misfortune befallen one 
of their animals—not as much, in fact. After

all, the soldiers had to remove. the rebellious 
serfs. 

The production ‘the other evening repre- 
sented once more the swing of public 
sentiment—and the pendulum has swung more 
than once in my lifetime. ; 

We, in Victoria, seldom remember the days 
of close Canadian-Soviet. ties, formally 
cemented by the city when its council adopted 
Sevastopol as the centre on which our 
attachment should be fastened.

Of John Diefenbaker

John *Diefenbaker must have known that he 
was beaten, his brand of politics dying, but custom 
and courage can outlast reality. 


When he stalked into Maple Leaf Gardens that Saturday, 
Sept. 9, 1967, when the Conservatives were voting for their

All of the sweetness and all of the bile that he inspired 
bad by now been expended, so that he had become one of 
history's truly irrelevant figures and the whole elaborate 
drama of his candidacy was pointless, even as a gesture. 

Through the long afternoon he sat in a tier of box-seats, 
just left of the stage, with his wife Olive and her 10-year-old 
grandson, while bis aides, Gordon Churchill, Senator David 
Walker and party organizer James Johnston, came to report 
the , fragments of conversation and miasma of rumors 
enveloping the Gardens. 

Directly in front of him, an arm’s reach away, two dozen 
reporters, television cameramen and radio beepers watched 
his every gesture, their metallic voices demanding his 
ra. flaghing lights and thrusting microphones at their 
victim 

Diefenbaker’s face showed the. strain; his eyes were 
hooded in apprehension. But he remained composed 
throughout the ordeal, talking during the 2%4-hour delay 
before the first ballot the way a hungry man eats, for 
comfort as well as nourishment : 

“‘You’ve done what you had to do,’” Olive is saying. 

“When does the vote begin?” Diefenbaker replies, just as 
@ convention official makes an announcement in French, 

“He's speaking in the tanguaege~of- ‘the—second-natior,*— 
remarks Olive. 

“Yes. The Queen’s picture isn’t even here.” 

“What do you thing of the cénvention?” asks a radio 
man, pointing to the voting machines, holding up his mike 
to catch the reply.

Are you a bambooer or. a 
bamboozler?”’ 

“*You gonna write your memoirs?” 

“I never think of memoirs. I’m still making history.” 

‘What about the voting delay?” 

“Everything’s electrified today. But they can't find the 
plug. That’s for sure.” 

“You read anything by Marshall McLuhan?” 

“Oh, that's.a_very. interesting thing. When I was. in 
Regina the other day. . 

Finally, at 3:21 Eddie Goodman announces that voting 
can start. Diefenbaker nrakes his way toward the machines. 
He gets bursts of applause along the way. He has trouble 
with the ‘machine, has to be shown how to use it, and when he 
returns to his seat is questioned about the experience. “If 
that be not complication, I know not what complication is,” 
be answers. 

Reporters ask about the silver tray presented to him 
during the convention's opening ceremonies. 

“Didya get.a chance to look at your tray? Is it engraved, 
the silver tray they gave you?” 

“Tt is_not engraved.”’ 

“It’s not, eh? D’ya know where they got it?"’ 

“TI don’t. _They say it’s a Macdonald tray.” 

“How much d’ya think it's worth?” 

“T dont’ look at it from a collector’s eyes. It’s a question 
of value, intrinsic value, not a matter of consideration of 
dollars, when the smallest of things have behind them 
tradition.” 

It is time, now, for the results of the first ballot, and the 
circle of reporters tightens: “‘How d'ya feel, Mr. Diefen- 
baker?” 

‘I'm one of those who believes: in the democratic 
process, You have never heard me exult in victory, I was 
never craven in defeat. ...”” 

“You never where WHAT?"” 

“Craven in defeat. If you -stand for a principle and the 
principle is right, ultimately you triumph.” 

“There’s a gorgeous color story in the old boy,” 
smooth radio voice. 

Davie Fulton comes, for a moment, to perch beside 
Diefenbaker, and asks: “How did you like the voting 
machines?” There is no reply and Fulton, looking like a 
spoiled boy caught trying to curry favor from his school 
principal, sneaks away. 

Gordon Churchill follows with a fistful of telegrams.

Now Frampton Starts Making Waves 


By JIM HUME 


The cry of “surf’s up” will 
be heard regularly in Victoria 
in 1970 if Ald. Percy Framp- 
ton has his way. 


Once opposed to a futuristic 
swimming pool équipped with 
wave-making machinery Ald. 
Frampton. said Monday he is 
now completely converted. 


Mayor Hugh Stephen first 
introduced “the concept of a 
new-look in swimming pools to 
replace the soon-to-be- 
demolished Crystal Garden. 


He urged fellow council 
members to consider building 
a replacement pool of such 
design ‘that it would sever 
not only for swimming and 
diving contests, but would also 
attract thousands as a recrea- 
tion centre. 

Ald. Frampton, chairman of 
the city’s recreation and 
community services commit- 
tee, balked at the cost. 

“T admit quite frankly that 
the mayor has - changed my 
mind,” he said. 


“The problem of cost still 
bothers me, because for a 
pool of this kind we shall have 
to pay @ great deal of money. 
But I.am convinced now that 
if we can swing it, we 
should."’ 


THREE PHASES 


Ald. Frampton said-his ideal 
pool would be 25 meters in 
width and long enough to 
permit three phases of 
acquatic activities simultane- 
ously. 

“The wider pool isn't such a 
great feature in the final cost 
as might be thought,” he said. 
“If we get a pool 25 meters in 
width we could leave the one 
end open for recreation swim- 
ming, the other end open for 
diving contests while running 
organized races in the centre 
section, 

“In. this way you put the 
pool to full use all the time. 
You don't throw the young- 
sters out just because you 
want to run a-swimming meet 
and you don’t delay a swim- 
ming meet just because a 


recreation group —needs—the 
pool.”’ 

While both the mayor and 
Ald. Frampton back the con- 
cept of a pool with wave- 
making..machinery, -neither 
has any idea of the final cost 
of such a project. 


“That's one of the things we 
have to get down to in the 
near future,” said Ald: 
Frampton. ‘‘It-may prove just 
too costly for us, but I hope 
not.” 


The first step towards a 
definite cost figure will be 
made Thursday when ~ the 
recreation committee meets 
to decide on the appointment 
of a consultant to guide the 
city to its final decision on a 
new pool. 


UNNAMED SITE 


In the meantime land 
acquisition in the, as yet 
unnamed area where the pool 
will be located is at a halt 
pending expropriation pro- 
ceedings against several hold- 
out property owners. 


“T am still not prepared to 
say just where the pool will 
be located,” Aid. Frampton 
maintains. ‘There are a few 
more bridges to cross before 
we get to that,” 

Since the Crystal was virtu- 
ally condemned by a team of 
investigating engineers, the 
general area ‘of the Central 
Park region has been mooted 
as the logical locition. for the 
new: pool, * 

Almost a year ago propon- 
ents of the Central Park area 
backed their arguments with 
the claim that the location 
would give the city one of the 
finest sports complexes in 
Canada. 

Central Park with its ball 
diamonds, Royal Athletic 
Park, Memorial Arena and 
the Curling Rink are already 
located in the area,

A deciduous tangle offers a 
home to many crestures, and 
the woods of fall reveal their 
presence.

Most mornings, we step into 
the rubber boots that sit 
handy in their back-porch box, 
and jog down to the beach 
stairs’ by a ‘way of fallen 
leaves, 

Lancer the Lab . ranges 
ahead, nose’ busy with the 
scents that. night and first- 
daylight foragers have left 
behind them. 

These are tangled trails, 
and he unravels them as a 
matter of duty. 

Close by in an ocean spray- 
thicket, the  dry-leaf _ rustle 
betrays a brown wren smaller 
than a mouse. It darts from 
its twig into thicker cover. Off 
to the right, a pheasant is 
tramping about on spurred 
feet. We can't see him, but -we 
can piéture him easily — 
enough. 

He flushe§ with a cackle, a 
fine, long-tailed rooster, 
launched rudely into flight. 
But he does not go’ far. Give 
him an hour or two, and that 
plump ringneck will be pick- 
ing and scratching at the foot 
of the garden.

Farther down ~ where © the 
trail opens out, the leaves lie 
very thick. Our coast does not 
run to the brilliant colors of 
eastern fall, but the cascara 
makes a fair enough show 
with such boat-shaped leaves 
of lemon ‘as’ still cling ‘to its 
slender twigs. 

The late-shedding Pacific 
willows make a tracery of 
flawed gold against a~- sky 
turning blue for a sunny day- 

These last-are not especially 
handsome trees, Their trunks 
are crooked, and their limbs 
tend to be brittle. But they 
are hardy where their roots 
are well-watered, and they 
make a background for fall 
long after the maples stand 
leafless. 

Being deciduous, shed they 


must when the great gales 
come crashing in. 

Even then, though, color 
remians, There are ever- 
greens, andi plump white 


snowberries hanging in clus- 
ters from their wiry. twigs. 

And always on this mild 
south coast, there is. the 
copper-limbed arbutus, to 
glow against the dark of fir or 
balsam. The arbutus flowered 
well this year, and never have 
we seen such a richer berry- 
ing. 

As for the leaf-cycle, winter 
in these parts is no more than 
a breathing space, In Janu- 
ary, from a trail made sodden 
by the rains, I expect we'll 
spot the first green of a new 
season.

Saanich Terminal Not Guilty Plea 
For Hovercraft? |0nDrug Counts 


Pacific Hovercraft Ltd. is 
proceeding with plans to begin 
Vancouver Island seryice Dec. 
21. 

But whether the terminal will 
be in Gréater Victoria remains 
in doubt after Oak Bay council’s 
rejection Monday. 

Separate statements issued by 
company ‘officials at Vancouver 
left the future of the wave- 
skimming craft literally “up in 
the air.” 

Executive vice-president B. 
W. Heeney said council’s deci- 
sion “must quite logically force 
us to a serious re-appraisal of 
our plans for Southern Vancou- 
ver Island . our plans for 
Vancouver-Nanaimo service are 
continuing.”’ 

DOOR OPEN 

But he left the door open for 
Oak Bay to change its stand, 
pointing out that council's deci- 
sion apparently stemmed from 
objection by only 25 people. 

“I personally find it difficult 


to accept or comprehend that|s 


some — 25---people purportedly 
representing some 400 residents 
of Oak Bay is an accurate 
indication of the will of some 
18,000 residents. 

“Tt is obvious then that there 
are more than.17,000 people who 
have not yet made their wishes 
known to council." 

He. said it was a classic 
example of a_ well-organized 
minority exerting influence over 
apathy. 

Mr. Heeney said a -re= 
appraisal of plans might not be 
necessary if ‘‘a- significant num- 
ber of -those taxpayers not 
represented. at-the-meeting ... 
make their wishes known to 
council.” 

Barry Jones, president of the 
firm, told newsmen that fears 
of excessive noise, expressed to 
council Monday, are completely 
unfounded. 

“Properly: operated, a hover- 
craft is not even as noisy as a 
boat. with two big outboard 
engines." 

GOING AHEAD 

He said his company will go 
ahead with plans to open 
service next month, using an- 
other site as a Vancouver Island 
terminal, But wouldn't pin-point 
it. 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
said this morning the company 
has not approached the munici- 
pality on the’ possibility of a 
terminal site. 

But if they did they would be 
“received warmily,” he. said, 
adding he would like to ‘see a 
hovercraft service between ‘the 
mainland and the. lower Island. 

While he did not want to 
sound negative, terminal possi- 
bilities are obviously “pretty 
limited"’ by open water condi- 
tions, private and public land 
holdings. 

Meanwhile, Oak Bay alder- 
man G, Scott Wallace, charged 
Tuesday that council was pres- 


sured by “lynch mob rule” into 
refusing the hovercraft berthing 
rights without a one-month trial. 

He said Ald. Frances Elford 
had “played to the galery” 
throughout the council .meeting. 

Two weeks previously council 
had indicated approval would be 
granted the hovercraft scheme 
under certain conditions.

Housing Red Tape 


Present procedures for housing developments are 
slow, frustrating and créate unnecesséry costs, the 
province and the City of Victoria said today. o 

Administrative delays and the absence of informa- 
tion on how a municipal request is faring within the 
red. tape of Central Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion “is acutely embarrassing,” says the city in a brief 
to Transport Minister Hellyer’s housing inquiry which 
sat at the Empress Hotel this afternoon. 

The brief cites the-Rose-Blanshard urban_renewal_develop- 
ment and says it was seven months before the federal financ- 
ing agency gave its formal approval in December, 1966. 

Nearly two years later the land is available in downtown 
Victoria but_contract’ documents..anddrawings are not avail- 
able for the 180° vitally needed housing units. 

The city has not been able to call tenders although Mr. 
Hellyer was expected to announce a go-ahead today. 

eWhile the delay “‘is inexcusable for a—renewal scheme in- 
volving redevelopment by public agencies,”’ the city says it 
makes it impossible to interest private money in such projects. 
| The prospect of drawing. private capital into the field is 
negligible “unless an-effective decision-making process is evolved

Gift Tax Simpler, Harder on Rich

by the 1968 Federal Budget 
have caused some confusion in| 


the minds of many people, | 
The rather complex rules 


1968, were taxed have been} 
replaced by a more simple} 
exemption basis and higher gift! 
tax rates. 

For gifts on and after Oct. 23, 
1968, the proposed new rules are 
easier to understand. 

All gifts from a husband to 
his wife (or vice versa), and all 
gifts of up to $2,000 in a year to 


exempt from gift tax. 


This will completely eliminate 
the whole problem of gift tax 
for most people, Even the man 
who wants to make a gift of 
$4,000 (the former basic exemp- 
tion) to. his son, or daughter, 
can still-do so without incurring 
tax. He makes the gift by firstly 
giving $2,000 to his wife, and 
then both the wife and 
husband each give $2,000 to” 
son. Thus, the son receives the 
whole $4,000 and the man gives 
the whole $4,000 but there is no 
gift tax because no one gift 
exceeded $2,000, 


NO LIMIT 
For the wealthy man and wife 


persons there is no limit to the 
amount they.can ‘give providing 
that no one individual receives 
more than $2,000 from the man 
or wife. 

However, for the very wealthy 
man, or a Man who has no wife, 
the gift tax becomes: increas- 
ingly excessive because the 
rates are progressively higher

Noblemen Split 


Over Re

LONDON (CP) — Two peers 
whose fortunes and family are 
linked with Canada reflect the 
heated . conflict that accompa- 
nies the government's plan to 
strip many of these noblemen of 
their ancient powers in a sweep- 
ing—reform of the House. of 
Lords.

Toys That Teach 


Give Hours of Fun

today are caught between the horns of a 
dilemma—one that has its feet set squarely in the toybox. 
When buying for their offspring they are asked to choose 
between the ‘‘educational” toys that teach the child skills, 
both: simple and complex, while he “plays” and the wind-up, 
plug-in, push - the - button, realer-than-real toys that the 
manufacturers are” pushing in slick ads on cartoon shows. 
While the former toys can teach anything from simple motor 
skills such as hammering or matching round pegs to round 
holes to arithmeti¢ or geography, few of the latter group 
seem to offer any bonuses of that sort. In fact when a little 
girl receives a doll that talks better than she does I begin to 
worry.\And when a doll is so complex that it plots the way 
the gamie will go, I suspect that the child’s imagination will 
suffeg, Because of this I am a firm supporter of educational 
toys_dpspite the critics who say they will bore today's 
sophisticated children.

After all, what little boy could be bored by a train? I am 
not speaking of the kind of train that runs on electricity and 
requires that Daddy set it up. That kind of train comes with 
only so much track; it can go only so many places and it 
usually gets ‘‘hogged’’ by.Daddy. It could be boring. On the 
other hand, there is the kind of train that the youngest child 
can use with supervision. This train may need to be pushed, 
but it will make the ‘‘station” at the corner of the dining 
room table even if it has to travel through the kitchen chair 
“underpass” to get there. Meanwhile the young engineer is 
learning first-hand about such things as friction and rolling 
motion. One train set of this kind I-saw also taught about 
magnetism. The $2-set consisted of three brightly colored 
magnetized cars; each with a depression in the centre so it 
will carry marbles or other small objects. Since the cars are 
held together by magnetism there are fewer pieces to break. 


Wooden Cars From West Germany 


For $2.95 and $1.50 I saw sets of wooden cars that hook 
together by a simple but sturdy hook and eye arrangement. 
Made in West Germany, these cars are beautiful in 
themselves, While the lines are simple, there are such details 
as windows you can look through, and, of course, wheels that 
really turn. ~The finish is waxed and the pieces of wood 
carefully joined together so that the different grains give 
almost an inlaid look to each, The sets come with two sizes 
of cars, each set containing five cars in a carrying sack. 
(When I saw these sets hanging on display I immediately 
thought of Christmas morning. These, to my mind, are the 
sort of stocking toys that will keep a child quiet until his 
parents have accumulated some extra ‘shut-eye.’) 


A child learning to-use his hands is wonderful to watch. 
First he is doggedly concentrating on his task, then, as he 
succeeds, he is radiantly proud to have solved his problem. 
His face shows it all, For children this age, I think that take- 
apart, put-together toys are best. I saw some interesting ones 
the other day at prices ranging from $1 to $1.29. These were 
based on a tall wooden screw with rings of different sizes 
held on by a screw~iown “head.’”’ One was of an Indian on his 
pony with the rings making up his necklace. Another was a 
caterpillar with a ringed body,

May Relieve Problem 


Use Wedding Ring Detail 
Dear Eunice Farmer, 


Will you please tell your 
readers how to make the 
thick, rolled, . padded hems 


and the rolled look repeated 
at the neckline on many high 
fashion dresses? 

I have seen this look on 
sleeves and pockets as well. 
Yet, I haven’t seen a single 
pattern with this detail. Mrs. 
J.P. 

Dear. Mrs. J.P.: This rolled 
effect is used by many 
designers and is often re- 
ferred. to as the wedding ring 
detail because it resembles a 
ring with its thick, rounded 
effect. 

If you can’t find the cording 
at your fabric shop, you may 
have to search the drapery 
departments. This very thick 
cording is used more for the 
corded effect in draperies and 
home furnishings than it is in 
ready-to-wear. 

Cut a bias strip of your 
fabric, about 4 inches wide. 
Using your zipper foot, you 


must fold the fabric, right 
side out, over the cording and 
machine stitch as close to the 
cord as possible. Be sure to 
keep bath edges of the fabric 
even as you stitch or you will 
have diagonal 

covered cording. 

Trim the excess fabric 5%- 
inch from the stitching -line. 
Next, place the stitching line 
of the cording on the seam 
line,-pin in .place_gnd stitch 
with the zipper foot again 
exactly on the original stitch- 
ing line. 

Next, place the facing over 
this. cording that hasbeen 
stitched to the-garment,; pin 
firmly and restitch~from the 
wrong side of your garment to 
insure stitching on the correct 
line,

COMOX — Bleven Canadian 
forces rescuers who were 
stranded for two weeks at a 
remote lake in northern British 
Columbia returned home Tues- 
day.

“We had adequate — food— 
combat rations—and adequate 
clothing, but ran out of cigar- 
ettes,”” said Capt J. D, McNeil.

The saga of Cold Fish Lake 
began Oct. 19. as a routine 
mission to pick up the bodies of 
Merrill. Rose and Ralph Hobson, 
two fliers from. Wenatchee, 
Wash., whose light plane 
crashed in the lake Oct. 17.

Frost Disguised Blessing _ANDY_ 


By HELDA BEASTALL 


Overnight frost which visited most sec- 
tions of Greater Victoria areas at the 
weelvend will be a blessing to gardeners. The 
blessing may be disguised 
by blackened foliage and 
wilted flower stems but 
these same conditions will 
foree the decision to do 
something about our frost- 
tender plants. 

Procrastinators that we 
are, we have .so far neglec- 
ted to do anything. about 
dahlias, fuchsias,' gerani- 
ums and a number of the 
tougher bedding . annuals. Hilda 
They sti had flowers and green leaves, so 
we left them. 


Now frost has made the decision easier. 

Methods for winter ‘storage of all these 
plants, apart from bedding annuals which are 
discarded, have been fully explained in these 


YOUR HEALTH 
Heartburn . 


The ‘work of up—is new much 
simpler, since all that is necessary with 
dahlias is to cut off growth a couple of inches 
above soil level before digging the tubers. 

Put al] this material on the compost heap 
instead of burning. 

The good soil it will make is needed in the 
ground next spring when planting again. 

Before lifting dahlia tubers, or geranium 
and fuchsia plants, be sure to attach a legible 
tag securely, * bearing variety name if 
known or at least the color. 

Information on height, time of flowering 
and any other features important to the care 
of. the plant, will be useful next year if 
written into a garden notebook. 

Where no Suitably cool and light storage 
space for these plants is available, the 
gardener must make the further decision 
whether to purchase new plants each spring, 
or choose reliably hardy plents to give 
comparable results. 

Frequently this latter decision opens up an 
entirely new interest in gardening, since it 
brings more leisure to enjoy results.

they all put their hands first 
on the pit of their stomachs 
and then moved them up over 
the fronts of their chests, 
sometimes up to their necks. 
This showed that they felt the 
burning going up their guilets 
(the tube that runs from the 
throat to the stomach). That 
movement of the hand up the 
breast bone is diagnostic of 
heartburn. If the patient 
leaves his hand over the pit of 
his stomach, that practically 
always: means his trouble is 
purely nervous in origin, and 
is probably in the nerves of 
the skin, I have never seen 
such. burning relieved by an 
abdominal operation. . 
Upon asking people what 
caused their heartburn, some 
said, “I. inherited the ten- 
dency."”. One eminent doctor 
said he, his five brothers and 
his father all had it. Other 
patients said, ‘I have terrible 
heartburn for several days if I 
lose my temper and ‘blow my 
stack,’ or if I get much 
worried about something.’ 
Some said, “I get heartburn if 
I eat too big a meal, or if I 
eat certain foods;.or drink 
certath liquors or smoke too 
much of a certain tobacco.”

FLASHBACK ON CANADA

When Britain got Canada in 
1763, French statesman Vol- 
taire gave huge party to cele- 
brate ‘‘the deliveranve from 
a vast stretch 99 
of frozen, 
country." It 
was a case of 
sour grapes 
because 
France made 
several efforts 
to regain-Can- 
ada. 

Prime Min- 
ister Tru- ses! 
deau's. recent Bowman 
exposure of Philippe Rossillon 
as a French agent who had 
been stirring up trouble in 
Quebec and Manitoba ‘since 
1956 was not the first time that 
French agents have been ac- 
tive in Canada: ; 

The most — notorious _ was 
"Citizen Genet’ who was sent 
to North. America in 1793 to 
try to get the U.S. to support 
France in a war against 
Britain, and also to stir up 
trouble in Canada. George 
Washington did not like his 
attitude or activities and sent 
him back to France.. The 
story is well worth reading in 
light of recent developments. 

When Britain got Canada in 
1763, it was realized that the 
vast area, although unex- 
plored, provided access to 
three oceans: the Atlantic,

The hand- 
some poppa bird wears a shiny 
black cap and jacket with 
snowy white plumage on his- 
chest and under his tail. His 
striking black and white outfit 
is set off by a vivid red pointed 
bib under his chin. Mrs. Red- 
Breasted Grosbeak wears a 
drab-looking outfit speckled with 
yellowish browns. Farmers wel- 
come these grosbeaks and call 


them the potato-bug birds. This 
is because they are very fond of 
potato beetles, All the grosbeaks 
are welcome visitors because 
they remove caterpillars and 
other insect pests from our 
crops and feed them to their 


growing children. 

Grosbeaks build rather shab- 
by nests, often as high as 20 
feet up in the boughs. Their 
favorite building material _ is 
rootlets. The eggs, as a rule, 
are pale blue and speckled with 
brown. There may be three, 
four or five of them in the nest 
and the young birds are ready 
to fly away after a few weeks. 
The parents have time to bring 
up a second and sometimes a 
third brood ‘before the summer 
endsand the time comes to~fly 
south.

What exactly are 
air plants 


Some people mistake the air 
plants for parasites, such as 
mistletoe, that draw their food 
supplies from other plants. This 
notion is unfair because the true 
air plants use—their-hosts-only 
as step ladders, Most of them 
live. in dense forests and 


crowded jungles where air and 
light is screened from the lower 
vegetation by high canopies of 
dense foliage. They are smallish 
plants and in order to get their 
quota of air and sunlight they 
must perch on the shoulders of 
taller plants. Botanists classify 
them as “epiphytes,” a term 
meaning “‘on a plant.’’ 

Many mosses and lichens that 
seem to be sprouting from the 
trunks of trees in our wet north 
woods are classified as epi- 
phytes. They perch themselves 
aboye the ground to get a fair 
share of light and moist air. 
The most. glamorous air plants 
thrive in tropical jungles, add- 
ing their brilliant blossoms to 


\the foliage.of the high trees. 


Many of them are varieties. of 
bromeliad plants. And the 
majority of the world’s glamor- 
ous orchids are epiphyte air 
plants. Certain cactuses, ferns 
and liverworts also perch them- 
selves on taller plants and live 
epiphyte lives.

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- A Long Night of Waiting 


PERHAPS THE MOST OUT- 
standing casualties of the con- 
fusion and indecision that for many 
hours marked last night’s presiden- 
tial election count were the com- 
puters and electronic predicters 
which ‘had beefi expected to convey 
the winner’s name to a waiting pub- 
lic long before the balloting was 
completed. So close were the results 
in key states that the machines were 
unable to indicate a sure victor and 
the experts were unwilling to go out 
on a fluctuating statistical limb. 
The election could therefore best 
be assessed as a reflection of the na- 


-tion’s mood rather than of its speci- - 


‘fie preference for a new tenant for 
the White House. And it is very 
tempting in this regard to draw a 
parallel with the pre-Trudeau dec- 
ade in Canada. Admittedly, the vot- 
‘ing for Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives was relatively clear cut, 
with workable Democratic -control 
being continued. But in the presi- 
dential contest the country provided 
no clear directive, and Mr. Nixon 
will have no unassailable mandate 
on which to base his administration. 
This situation corresponds to the 
period in Canada when we failed to 
give either Liberals or Conservatives 
a bright enough green light, when 
Mr. Pearson struggled to manage 
“two minority governments, and the 
political doldrums of the electorate 
were duplicated in the periods of in- 
effectiveness which reduced Parlia- 
ment to pe ty -bickering and public 
Ttun << = 
Today’s situation in the United 
States is surprising, in-view- of the 
very strong tides of public opinion 
that have swept the country in the 
past few years. A strong leaning to 
the right followed an equally strong 
trend to mob demonstration and the 
demand for greater speed in social 


developments. But the polls have not 
reflected the heated social opinions 
of the American citizen, the ex- 
tremism of the war-and-anti-war 
dichotomy, and the violence of 
crowd action in the streets and uni- 
versities. 

As one commentator pointed out, 
the United States voting appears to 
have been dominated by the tradi- 
tional rivalries of city versus rural 
populations, North versus South, 
East versus Wes}, and so on. There 
has been no domination of the polls 
by the extreme Right, and there has 
been no discernible extreme ~ Left? 
Behind all the ostensible furore and 
unrest of the United States today, 
the election results have indicated a 
marked adherence to the social pat- 
terns-of the more stable past. There 
was, however, no apathy, as the vast 
voting total shows. The whole elec- 
tion, so unsatisfactory in some ways, 

-might with~some justice be inter- 
preted as an indication of the under- 
lying soundness and orthodoxy of 
the country. 


Whether this aspect eventually 
develops as a weakness or a strength 
will depend on the manner in which 
the nation supports the new presi- 
dent. If the inherent indecisiveness 
of the eventual choice results in 
widespread rejection by dissidents, 
then the United States will enter 
upon a still sorrier period, and the 
resulting chaotic conditions may 
well encourage the ambitions of a 
“strong -man”-to restore order. But 
if the new leader governs with a 
proper appreciation of the many 
people who opposed him at the 


_polls, the country’s passage through 


these difficult years will be greatly 
eased. As close friends and neigh- 
bors, Canadians cannot avoid a keen 
concern for what lies ahead. 


Who Runs the Hospitals? 


,LOWING THE. RECENT 

hospital construction referen- 
dum there hasbeen increasing dis- 
cussion in this area about ways in 
which to. encourage greater public 
participation in the hospitals sys- 
tem. The proposal causing most 
debate is that members of hospital 
boards be elected rather than ap- 
pointed as at present. The idea has 
merit and deserves further study. 


The suggestion springs not so 
much from dissatisfaction at the 
way hospitals have been run in the 
past as it does from a belief that 
the public is entitled to a greater 
say in their operation, In the past 
when provision of financing was left 
largely: to the: individual hospital 
associations, the system could be 
justified. But now that the citizen 
is paying the bills directly through 
municipal, provincial and federal 
taxation he has a right to be heard. 


The Victoria Labour Council re- 
cently called for an elected regional 
board which would administer all 
hospitals in the district. Mayor J. B. 
Cumming of North Saanich has also

publicly supported wider public par- 
ticipation. 

Mayor Stephen disagrees, argu- 
ing that some volunteers who have 
given valuable service as board 
members would not be willing to 
stand for election and their contri- 
butions would be lost..This would be 
unfortunate but should not be 
“allowed to stand in the way of im- 
provements to the system. The same 
argument could be applied to other 
levels of administration including 
municipal councils and schoo! boards, 
but democracy requires that persons 
be found who are willing to face the 
public and be responsible to it. 

It might be practicable to open 
up the membership of hospital asso- 
ciations to the public, advertise their 
meetings and hold board member 
elections at their annual ‘sessions. 
This :would at least give the—public 
an opportunity to demonstrate its 
interest and concern. Or considera- 
tion might be given to electing the 
board on a community-wide level in 
conjunction with municipal elec- 
tions, as with school boards..,

‘highways minister. ‘That is an inter- 
esting view of the Hydro operation, 
especially to the customer who once 
a month might wish the corpora- 
tion’s top executives could direct a 
sharper focus on the setting of rates. 

Now that the Peace River dam 

is switched.on and the Columbia 


River projects are moving toward 
completion B.C. Hydro construction 
can be expected to slow down for a 
while. When all the bills are in for 
the two-river projects the cost will 
come. close to one billion dollars. 
That should take care of our power 
needs for a few years.

Military Toll 


ANOI’S negotiators in Paris are now 
talking with time against them— 
with time, indeed, as their prime enemy. 
Unless all signs deceive, that is the real 
meaning of the re- 
markable and dra- 
matic recent devel- 
opments. One must 
begin by pointing out, 
of course, that the 
signs may too easily 
be deceptive. Hanoi’s 
concessions to secure 
a complete bombing 
halt mey be mere 4 
elements in a cover : 
plan, intended to Alsop 
mask the preparations for the big 
“winter-spring offensive” that some of 
the captured documents have mentioned. 

Or the problems between Washington 
and Saigon ‘may become further in- 
flamed. They are troublesome enough 
in any ease, and Hanoi will inevitably do 
everything possible to make them more 
toublesome. 

“With—these— provisos,-however, and. 
other things being equal, a grave and 
progressive deterioration of the enemy's 
military situation in South Vietnam can 
riow be logically forecast. And if this 
forecast is correct, the situation of 
Hanoi's negotiations in Paris will also 
weaken gravely and progressively, re- 
flecting the deterioration of the military 
situation. 

The base-line for the foregoing 
forecast is simply the nature of the 
choice Hanoi had to make in early 
October. It was a choice, really, between 
going forward or going back; and the 
cost of going forward was horrendously 
high. 

From January 1 to October 1 of this 
year, the counted toll of enemy dead had 
been rather more than 150,000° men. 
These hideous losses had in fact been the 
main results for the first; second and 
third-round offensives, the last of which 
was attempted in August-September. Yet 


| to go forward, it was still necessary to 


prepare.the winter-spring offensive. 


Too Heavy a Demand 


For this purpose, Hanoi had to throw 
in another 80,000 men, according to the 
minimum estimate or 100,000 -rmen 
according to the more generally received 
estimate. Make the needed conversions 
46° allow for the huge population differ- 
ence. You then find that in the short 
space of nine months, Hanoi had already 
sacrificed the American equivalent of 
close to 1,800,000 men; yet Hanoi was 
being asked to sacrifice the American 
equivalent of another million-plus.

keep the pot of the southern war boiling, 
the manpower requirement was the 
further 100,000 men that Hanoi has 
seemingly decided not to throw in. And if 
the men to keep the pot boiling are in 


fact not thrown in, then the pot can only 


be expected to go off the boil. 

Here, of course, is the crucial 
military factor which makes it so 
important to watch for indications of a 
‘cover plan, For if there is no cover plan 
and if Northern reinforcements to the 
South are therefore held to a bare 
minimum, the military consequences are 
bound to be far-reaching. 

The military consequences are bound 
to be far-reaching, simply because the 
whole VC military-political infrastructure 
in South Vietnam squarely depends on 
the actively supporting presence of: the 
enemy’s main force units. For many 
months, moreover, those main force 
units have been almost exclusively 
manned by North Vietnamese in the 
three more northerly corps areas. 


Weakened Corps 


In I Corps, in the provinces to the 
north of Da Nang, there are no longer 
any main forces at all, at any rate 
operating as organized battalions. In the 
rest of I Corps and in II Corps most of 
the main forces have again retired 
across the Laotian border. There is a 


heavy divisional concentration on the 
fringe of IIL Corps, but what seemed like 
a forward movement has now turned 
into a retreat to the Cambodian border. 
In, the. Delta, finally,.the only place 
where VC-South Viemamese have con- 
tinued to carry the burden of the 
fighting, the enemy's situation is now 
reported”as quite literally coming apart 
at the seams. 


Maintaining Pressure 


In these circumstances, General 
Abrams intends, with the President's 
authorization, to «maintain relentless 
pressure on all remaining enemy main 
force units and above all on a VC 
infrastructure now deprived of main 
force support. There’ are strange signs 
already, such as reports from VC- 
controlled areas of leading VC cadres 
surreptitiously selling their land and 
other property — obviously because they 
think the villages they have tyrannized 
so long may soon become too hot to hold 
them. , . 

There is no way, in truth, of getting 
away from the central fact. If Hanoi is 
unable for unwilling to pay the man- 
power bill, the enemy's military situation 
must deteriorate. Hence Governor 
Averell Harriman probably holds much 
stronger cards than he perhaps suspects.

Backlash From Student Militancy 


TUDENT demands for dialogue in 
S the lecture hall and the de-emphasis 
of examinations are far more inimical to 
Continental academic 
traditions than to 
those of Britain, 
where much empha- 
sis has always been 
placed on the tutorial 
and the essay. In 
large measure, dis- 
content here arises 
from the relentless 
and mechanical €x- 
tension of the univer- 
sity system through- 
out the post - war 
period. This is seen as the source of 
a besetting bureaucratization and de- 
humanization which, it is said, aggra- 
vates traditional rigidities. The univer- 
sity student population has grown from 
40,000 to 400,000 since the beginning of 
the war but, it is said, there has been no 
corresponding development in university 
attitudes and procedures. 

The National Union of Students,for 
its part, has foregone grandiose claims 
for control of academic affairs. The 
agreement recently reached with univer-

Finally, it is stated that 
nothing should be allowed to inhibit 
freedom of discussion and that students 
share a responsibility for ensuring that 
within universities all sides of a 
controversy get a fair hearing. , 

The comparative moderation of the 
NUS has not, however, forestalled a 
public reaction against the goings-on in 
the university world. There is - the 
inevitable disgust with the revolutionary 
militants,.and one hapless academic 
found himself in the middle of a terrific 
row after advocating mixed residence 
facilities at a morthern university. 
Central and local governments bear the 
cost of student fees and there have been 
proposals to cut grants and replace them 
with loans, 


There have, too, been deep rumblings 
within the academic community. Some 
professors fear that university” admin- 


-istrators-areready- to buy off student 


militants with coricessions that could 
detract from scholastic endeavors, There 
have been warnings against the erosion 
of facilities for professorial research and 
writing. One vice-chancellor has mounted 
a strong attack against the basic 
assumption underlying the trend toward 
expanded student influence. He sees in 
the current student agitation symptoms 
of lingering adolescence rather than the 
claiming of adulthood — as depicted, 
most notably, in the concordat between 
the NUS and the body representing 
university authorities. 


Logic Questioned 


He further questions the logic of 
democratic participation by students in 
university government. “The talk this 
year wil be of ‘democracy’ in the 
university. The analogy with the state is 
tempting. Yet even the most stalwart 
nineteenth century radieal would have 
hesitated to advocate granting universal 
suffrage to a;population the vast bulk’of 
which would emigrate in three years 
time, which had no stake in the country’s 
future, which was not committed to its 
values, and which - on the contrary 
threatened to distort the nation’s life in 
such a way as to destroy fits greatness.” 
Students whose appetite for power is not 
yet satisfied can expect to encounter 
strong resistance from here on in.

‘Saanich Terminal Not Guilty Plea 
For Hovercraft? OnDrug Counts 


Pacific Hovercraft Lid. is 
proceeding with plans to begin 
Vancouver Island service Dec. 
21. 

But whether the terminal will 
be in Greater Vietoria remains 
in doubt after Oak Bay council's 
rejection Monday. 

Separate statements issued by 
company officials at Vancouver 
left the future of the wave- 
skimming craft literally “up in 
the air.” 

Executive vice-president B. 
W. Heeney said council’s deci- 
sion “must quite logically force 
us to a serious re-appraisal of 
our plans for Southern Vancou- 
ver Island ... our plans for 
Vancouver-Nanaimo service are 
continuing.””

But he left the door open for 
Oak Bay to change its: stand, 
pointing out that council’s deci- 
sion apparently stemmed from 
objection by only 25 people.

Hellyer Probe Told 


City, B.C. : 
Housing Red Tape | 


Present procedures for housing developments are 
slow, frustrating and creat unnecessary costs, the prov- 
ince and the City of Victoria said today. : 

«Administrative delays and the absence of informa- 
tion on how a municipal request is faring within the 
red tape of Central Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
“ds, acutely embarrassing,” ; 
to Transport Minister Hellyer’s housing inquiry which 
sat at the Empress Hotel this afternoon.. 

The brief cites the Rose-Blanshard urban renewal develop- 
ment and -says it was seven months before the federal financ- 
ing agency gave its formal approval in December, 1966. 

Nearly two years later the land is available in downtown 
Victoria but contract documents and drawings are not avail- 
able for the 180 vitally needed housing units. 

The city--has-not been able to call tenders although Mr. 
Hellyer was expected-to announce a go-ahead today. 

While the delay “is inexcusable for a renewal scheme in- 
volving redevelopment by public agencies," the city says -it 
makes it impossible to interest private money in such projects,

Leslie's Gali a Seeeal- 
It's Mind Over Muscles

If somebody hands you a 
trowel and tells you to rebuild 
the pyramids in Victoria, the 
helper to get is a girl named 
Leslie. 

If you had to mend a spider 
web, Leslie would be right 
there. 


Any job that calls for 
determination, solution for one 
problem at a time, for putting 
one foot ahead of another. — 
get Leslie. 

Leslie is like the ant that 
couldn’t possibly ‘budge the 
rubber tree plant. You believe 
that until you see’ the rubber 
tree disappearing in the dis- 
tance. 

Leslie is 15, a pleasing 
brunette in mesh stockings 
and a mod-leather dress. She 
remains in your mind once 
you’ve met her because she is 
also physically handicapped 
by cerebral palsy. 


She’s one of the 107 young- 
sters at the Handicapped 
Children’s Clinic at 1937 
Argyle Street. But it’s a 
tossup whether she’s there to 
help or be helped. 

She's been taking -classes 
and treatment since she was 
an infant lacking any muscle 
control; She had to learn. to 
crawl, walk, talk and feed 


herself with limbs which 
wouldn’t —behave. She - still 
can’t make -her rebellious 
musclés co-ordinate sufficient- 


ly to enable her to write. 


She conquered that problem 
with a typewriter. And al- 
though it takes her 45 minutes 
to fill a page of paper, she 
qualifies as a brilliant aca- 
demic course pupil. She be- 
longs to horticultural and na- 
ture study groups — even 
struggles along on hikes with 
them. She plans an entry in 
the next science fair. 


Two years ago she decided 
to build a miniature garden, 
so tiny that she had to make 
the fence with toothpicks — 
over and over again, She 
entered it in a contest and 
won a silver bowl. 

She cooks, she trains dogs, 
she cares for tropical fish, 
She goes shopping and she 
swims. In the water, aided by 
natural bouyancy and the 
muscle-relaxing effect of sub- 
mersion, she recaptures some 
of the ease of movement she 
lacks. on land, 

Yet before she could swim 
she shared the terror of deep 
water that stops many other 
people from ever learning. 

People in ‘the process of 
fighting cerebral palsy often 
draw stares. This doesn't 


bother Leslie. She’s got a 
secret strength more powerful 
than muscles, 

She wishes her physical 
shackles would let her move 
faster. But if the little kids 
need their coats and if it 
takes Leslie 10 trips to help 
them, she makes the 10 trips, 


And the teacher who dould 
do it all in two trips often 
finds Leslie on the job ahead 
of her. 

If the toddlers need feeding, 
Leslie is in the front line of 
the volunteer helpers. 

“Her future won't ever be 


dull,” say her teachers, nor 
will her physical problems 
ever conquer her natural 


friendliness or good cheer. 

~ Leslie is one of the finest 
examples of how the Handi- 
capped Children’s Clinic can 
teach a child to live a whole 
life despite an incurable ail- 
ment. 


They -told ther story to 
remind Victorians of ‘the 
importance of wholehearted 
support to United Appeal 
which donates about a third 
of the clinic's $60,000 annual 
operating budget.
